there'ore he was noc willing to pay it 4 the 
Colle&tor goes back to his Principals, and- 
receives a Warrant fromthe'Juftices of the 
Peace,to Diltcaid upon the Minilter’s Goods, 
Which accordingly was done, aud ome more 
thancommon Violence, as Unjuftifiable as: 
the Teft, put in Prattice a¢the Seizure. 
The Mini!ter paciently fuffer’d their Vio- 
lences of all forts, without aay Oppotition ; - 
and following the In(truétions of his Law-. 
Yer, brings ns A€tion at Law againfe: av’ 
the Parties, as wellthe Jultices who sigsd 
the Warrant, as che Commiffioners; aad T 
think, the Affeffors a Colleétors. a 
The beginning of the Procefy Was En- 
egianing, testaintd 
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tertain’d with the ufual Soorn and Con- 
tempt of thofe Gentlemen, who think their 
Power and Intereft can aphold them, in a- 
ny kind of Oppreffions Upon their 
Neighbours in their own [Diftri&ts, 

But when the flow courfe of Law began 
to ripen things for hearing, and they found 
the Minifter refolv’d to bring itto a Tryal, 
the Conlequences of this were, that they 
muft go to Counlel alfo 5 and then truly, 
their own Lawyers honeftly told them, their 
Caufe was all Nought; that they were in 
the wrong Box, that the Minifter was not 
Chargeable by the Law, and that they 
would be caft. 

And now here was a worfe Misfortune

him all his Money, fatisfied him for Dama- 

$s, paid the Lawyers Bill, and very pa- 
tiently fat down bythe Lofs, and I fuppofe 
on Tax that Gentleman agaia in 
haft. 

Are yeu Affefs’d Gentlemen inthe Co:n- 
try, and Theeatned with Deftroyiag your 
Goods, if you won’t Pay ? Probatum eff, the 
Law is your Remedy; ‘this is che way you 
muft Cake with them all; and depend upon 
it, they will all Refund.
